died suddenly of heart trouble Mon­ 
day night at the home of his daugh­ 
ter, Mrs, Henry Niemeyer, East Fifth 
street. 
For the last year his health 
had been failing and sev eral days ago 
he contracted a cold which settled in 
the region of his heart. 
He ate sup­ 
per with the members of the family 
Monday night and at 11 o’clock said 
lie was feeling better.

Tra ining W ould Be Futile . 
If the country should go to war to­ 
morrow the spectacular horsemanship 
and superior training of her cavalry 
and light artillery would avail her noth­ 
ing. 
She hasn't tlie horses. 
Accord­ 
ing to General Aleshire, quartermaster 
general of the army, there are less than 
225,000 horses available for military 
service in the country. This number 
would a little more than offer first 
mounts to a war strength army. In the 
civil war the federal government in 
one 
year—1SG4-—purchased 
and 
cap­ 
tured nearly 210.000 horses, and during 
eight months of that year remounted 
the Army of the Potomac twice. Sheri­ 
dan’s troops were supplied throughout 
the war at the rate of throe remounts 
l> er annum. 
Friction let ween the war department 
and the department of agriculture now 
threatens to stop tlie only effort which 
has been made in this country to cor­ 
rect this condition. 
While known as 
the army remount service, the real ob 
ject is to improve the breeding of car­ 
riage, light harness and saddle horses 
—types that make the best all round 
horse for farm and city—by offering 
the farmers the free use of thorough­ 
bred stallions belonging to tlie govern­ 
ment and directed by t lie department 
of agriculture. 


In O p e ra tio n T h r e e Y e a rs . 
Tills system, in a most abbreviated 
form, lias been in practice now for j 
three years and with every possible 
success. 
Such 
foals as the 
United 
j States requires for remount purposes ! 
have been purchased, netting a profit 
to the farmer plus the amount usually 
collected by

offering the United States a better 
horse at less expense for cavalry or 
other mounted military work.

“The department of agriculture has 
taken the position that the object of 
the remount system is to raise horses 
for purely military purposes and that ; 
therefore the system should be direct­ 
ed by the war department,” said Mr. 
Scully. 
“ The fact of the matter is that the 
war department is asking only the 
breeding 
of 
horses 
be 
encouraged, 
which every user of a horse for any­ 
thing except heavy draft work de­ 
mands; that tlie scrub stock of this 
country be weeded out by the offering 
of pure bred stallions to the farmers. 
The war department hopes to benefit 
only incidentally in time of peace, as 
the peace requirements in horseflesh 
can very easily be taken care of, and 
in time of war. when the need of the 
war department is the need of the en­ 
tire country, where will the line be 
drawn between the duty of one depart­ 
ment and another? 
“ The United States, next to Russia, 
leads the world in the production of 
horseflesh. And yet our horses are now 
of such poor type the foreign buyers 
coming over here are able, despite the 
desperate need of their country, to pur 
chase horses for military purposes at 
about $100 a bead. 
The government stallions have been 
of four different breeds, selected by a 
conference of 
war, agriculture and 
civilian experts, and these have been 
confined to four different sections of 
the country. The thoroughbreds have 
been stationed at and near the re­ 
mount station at Front Royal. \’a.. 
where horses for hunting and saddle 
work are popular.

Ixwculosis is b eing curb ed p hysicians 
'ind social workers are p lanning p re- ; 
veutive work among children to cop e 
with the rising death rate. 
An article 
on this menace and what exp erimental 
work has shown to b e desirab le to­ 
ward curb ing it as p rep ared for the 
Survey, an organization whose p ur­ 
p ose is to investigate the facts of liv­ 
ing and working conditions and to sug­ 
gest. means for social advance, is as 
follows: 
Ap p arently while we have b een fight­ 
ing one enemy face to face another 
has stolen up on us from b ehind. 
New 
York has reduced her deaths from tu ­ 
b erculosis from 421 p er hundred thou­ 
sand in 1870 t<» 19 9 in 19 14, b ut during 
the same time her deaths from heart 
disease have increased from 71 to 19 0. 


Repeated In O th er Cities . 
The exp erience of New York is re­ 
p eated in other cities. 
In Worcester, 
Mass., no less than 21.5 p er cent of all 
deaths in the industrial p op ulation are 
caused b y organic heart disease; 15.2 
p er cent is the p rop ortion for the whole 
p op ulation of that city. 
The situation, or, rather, the realiza­ 
tion, has come up on us suddenly, and 
we are not equip p ed to deal with heart 
disease as we are with tub erculosis. 
Yet it is clear that we shall have to 
cop e with it and devote to it the sam e 
study and the same p ersistent effort 
to get a t underlying causes as we 
have given to tub erculosis ever since 
the eighties. 
Several articles recently w ritten for 
medical journals show how similar are 
the methods needed for the p revention 
and cure of heart disease to those we 
are familiar with the case of tub er­ 
culosis. 
In b oth it is in childhood that 
p reventive work is most needed; in 
b oth the symp toms are slight and la­ 
tent. and the treatm ent must b e p ro­ 
longed and p ersisted in after all signs 
of real troub le have disap p eared. Both 
dep end greatly up on environment for 
cure, and In b oth home care is b egin­ 
ning to take the p lace of institutional 
can*. 
Leav e Child H andi capped. 
Both leave the child handicap p ed and 
needing vocational training in some oc­ 
cup ation which will not make too great 
demands on liis strength. 
The M assachusetts General hosp ital, 
Boston, has b eeq making an interest­ 
ing exp eriment in the home care of 
children with heart disease and with 
diseases which threaten the 
heart, 
such as chorea and rheumatism. 
At 
first these children were kep t in the I 
hosp ital for weeks and even months, 
b ut 
th" 
results 
were discouraging. 
When they went home not only lrn- ; 
p roved, b ut usually looking in the b est i 
of health, it was imp ossib le to make ! 
the p arents b elieve that the greatest i 
care was still necessary. 
So relap ses 
came, and the children returned to the 
clinic sometimes in a worse condition ! 
than b efore. 
The p hysicians realized that “heart I 
disease is a social disease and must b e 
treated socially. 
The child and his 
family must b e educated, his environ­ 
ment must b e altered and adap ted to 
his limitations, and he must b e kep t 
under sup ervision for a long p eriod, 
not merely until he has recovered from 
the acute symp toms.” 


H o m e Care Bes t. 
So in 19 11 a social worker was se­ 
cured t'> sup ervise the home treatment 
of these children. 
The results have 
b een so gratifying tHat home care has 
b een sub stituted for hosp ital care for 
all b ut the acutely sick. 
There is not nearly so much danger 
of relap se if the child has b een in his 
own home from the b eginning and his 
p arents have had the care of him dur­ 
ing his sickness and have gone through 


the long, tedious p rocess of nursing 
him hack to health. 
There is no need 
then of readjusting him to his old en­ 
vironment, and there is much loss dif­ 
ficulty in adjusting the environment 
to him when he is really ill than when 
he comes ap p arently well. 
When the 
home is manifestly unfit, hoarding the 
child out in another family has b een 
found b etter than sending him to an 
institution. 
The hosp ital chose a visiting teacher 
rather than a nurse, for, though there 
« re a few medical facts which she 
must b e ab le to note, they are easily 
learned and most of her duties are 
non medical. 
She must b e ab le so to 
arrange the home care of the child 
that he will have rest and quiet and 
yet b e hap p ily occup ied, and later on 
she must he ab le to p lan his return to 
school or his entrance into industry 
In such a way that it will not overtax 
his strength. 
For the tub erculous child we have 
demanded op en air schools; for the 
cardiac child we must dem and school­ 
rooms on the ground floor and ungrad­ 
ed c! sse.:, where he can make up his 
lost time without too much effort and 
p erhap s work only half time, b eing 
dismissed b efore the closing hour with 
its rush and crowd.
